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Applicant's amendment dated December 31 , 2008, has been fully considered. 

Applicant has amended the claims to include the "circuit path" to overcome the 
rejections in the previous Office Action. However, a new ground of rejection has been 
made based on a reference already of record, US 4498295 (Knoos). 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20-22, 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US 4498295 (Knoos). 

Knoos discloses a power amplifier 10 comprising a cylinder having a pair of 
displacers 12, 16, said displacers being driven by a combination of a heater 30, a 
regenerator 20 and a cooler 36. The circuit path including the flow path through said 
heater, regenerator, cooler and displacer is bled off to drive a hydraulic turbine 124 at 
two different locations, one going through check valve 120 to drive the turbine fane 126, 
another coming out from valve 1 10 in connection with the regenerator 20 to drive the 
turbine impeller 128. 

Regarding claim 22, note the control valves 110, 112. 

Regarding claims 26-27, note the turbine 124 is a hydraulic turbine. 
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Regarding claim 28, not the accumulator 122 can be considered the tank as 
claimed. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-25, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

U.S. 4498295 (Knoos). Knoos discloses all the claimed subject matter as set forth 

above in the rejection of claim 20, but does not disclose the specific frequency and the 

force balancer at the connection, plus the separate machine is a linear motion energy 

converter. However, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 

a person having ordinary skill in the art to select any specific frequency to achieve 

appropriate power output, and to select different types of connection including force 

balancer for the purpose of achieving a balanced output, and to drive a linear motion 

energy converter for the purpose of producing a linear output.
